49 of ihe Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956, the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, makes the following amendment 
to the Life Insurance Corporation of India (Staff) Regula- 
tions, I960. 

In Regulation 29 of the said Regulations, for the existing 
proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted namely : — 

“Provided that no employee of the Corporation shall be 
permitted to act as an insurance agent and no employee ehall 
allow any member of his family to net as an insurance agent”.

— In exercise of tbe powers conferred 
by section 32 of the Oii and Natural Gas Commission Act, 
1939 (43 of 1959), and all other powers enabling hereinto 
the Oil and Natural Gas Commission hereby makes, with 
the previous approval of the Central Government, the follow- 
ing regulations relating to the terms and conditions of 
appointment and service of the employees, namely :• — 

1. Short Title and Commencement : 

(1) These regulations may be called the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission (Terms and Conditions of Appointment and 
Service) Regulations, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, 

2. Definitions : 

In these regulations, unless the context otherwise re- 
quires : — 

(a) “Act” means the Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
Act, 1959 (43 of 1959); 

(b) ‘‘appointing authority”, in relation to any post, means 
the Commission and includes any person or 
authority to whom the power to make appointment 
to that post has been delegated by the Commission 
under section 26 of the Act; 

(c) “Commission” means the Oil and Natural Oas Com- 
mission established under the Act; 

(d) “competent authority” in relation to the exercise 
of a power, means the Commission and includes 
any officer or authority to whom the power is de- 
legated by the Commission under section 26 of the 
Act; 

(e) “Government” means the Central Government; 

(f) “employee” means a person who holds n post under 
the Commission and includes any such person whose 
services are temporarily placed at the disposal of a 
State Government or the Central Government or 
any Government Industrial Undertaking; 

(g) “lien” means the title of an employee to hold subs- 
tantively, either immediately or on termination of 
a period or periods of absence, a permanent post 
including a tenure post, to which he ha s been ap- 
pointed substantively; 

(h) “Standing Committee” means the committee consist- 
ing of whole-time members; 

(i) “tenure post” means a permanent post which an 
individual employee may not hold for more than 
a limited period. 

Note : In case of doubt, the Commission or any 
person or authority to whom the power Is 
delegated by the Commission under section 26 
of the Act, may decide whether a particular 
post is or is not a tenure post, 

3. Application : 

(1) These regulations shall apply to all the employees of 
the Commission, except — 

(a) those on foreign service terms with the Commission 
in whose case tbe terms and conditions of appoint- 
ment and service agreed to between the Commission 
and the lending organisation would apply; and 

(b) those paid from contingencies who shall be governed 
by the provisions of the standing orders in force. 

(2) Nothing in these regulations shall operate to deprive 
any employee of any right or privilege to which he is 
entitled — 

(a) by or under any law for the time being in foie;; or 


(b) by the terms or conditions of service, or any agree- 
ment, subsisting between such person and the Gov- 
ernment; or 

(c) by the terms or any agreement subsisting between 
him and the Commission at the commencement of 
these regulations. 

4. Nationality : 

A candidate for appointment to the service of the Com- 
mission must be — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
1st January, 1962 with the intention of permanently 
settling in India, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 
zania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with 
the intention of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 
(;), (d) and (e) shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been granted by the Government. 

5. Verification of Character and Antecedents ; 

Tile inclusion of a candidate’s name in the list of candi- 
dates selected, confers no right to appointment unless the 
appointing authority is satisfied, after such enquiries as may 
be considered necessary, that the candidate having regard to 
his character and antecedents, is suitable in all respects for 
appointment. 

6. Marriage Declaration : 

(1) (a) No person who has entered into, or contracted 

a marriage with a person having a spouse living; 
or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, shall 
be eligible for appointment to, any post in the 
Commission ; 

Provided that the Commission may, if it is satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applica- 
ble to such person and the other parly to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this regulation. 

(2) An employee who has married or marries a person 
other than of Indian Nationality shall forthwith 
intimate the fact to the Commission. 

7. Medical Certificate on First Entry : 

No person shall be appointed to a post in the Commission 
without a medical certificate of health obtained ill accordance 
with the procedure prescribed in the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission (Medical Examination of Employees) Regula- 
tions, 1965 : 

Provided that the Commission may by order exempt either 
permanently or temporarily any candidate or a class of 
candidates from the production of such certificate of fitness 
and if temporary exemption is granted, the medical examina- 
tion shall be required to be completed within a period of 
three months from the date of actual joining of the post. 

8. Date of Birth : 

(1) Every employee newly appointed to a service or post 
under the Commission shall at the time of appointment declare 
the date of his birth by the Christian Era with confirmatory 
documentary evidence such as Matriculation Certificate or 
Municipal birth certificate. If tbe exact date is not known, 
an approximate date duly supported by confirmatory evi- 
dence to the satisfaction of the appointing authority, shall 
be given,

(2) The actual date or the assumed date detci mined under 
sub-regulation (3) shall be recorded in the history of service, 
service book or any other record that may be kept in respect 
of the employee's service under the Commission and, once 
recorded, it cannot be altered, except in the case of a clerical 
error, without the previous orders of the appointing authority, 

Note : Request for alteration of date of birth should not 
be entertained after the preparation of reivice books 
of the employees concerned, and in any event not 
later lhan the completion of the probation period. 
The date of birth may, however, be altered at a 
later stage by a competent authority if that authority 
is satisfied that a bonafidc clerical mistake has been 
committed and that it should be rectified. Efforts 
should, however, be made to settle the matter within 
the period stated above, 

(3) If an employee is unable lo state his exact date of 
birth but can state the year, or year and month of birth, 
the 1st July or 16th of a month respectively shall he treated 
as the date of birth. 

(4) If an employee is only able to state his approximate 
age, his date of birth shall be assumed to be the correspond- 
ing date after deducting the number of years representing his 
age from his date of appointment. 

(5) When a person who first entered in military service, 
is subsequently employed in the Commission, the date of 
birth for the purpose of the employment in the Commission 
shall be the date stated by him at the time of attestation or 
if at the time of attestation he stated only his age, the date 
of birth shall be deduced with reference to that age according 
to sub-regulation (4). 

(6) In the case of illiterate employee, the date of birth 
declared by him shall be recorded by an officer not lower 
in rank than a Head of office under his dated signature. 

9. Oath of Allegiance : 

Every new entrant to seivice under the Commission shall 
take oath or solemnly affirm his allegiance to the Constitu- 
tion of India as by law established in the following foim, 
that is to say : — 

— do swear/ solemnly affirm that I will 

be faithful and bear true allegiance to India and to the 
Constitution of India as by law established and that I 
will carry out the duties of my office loyally, honestly 
and with impartiality. 

“SO HELP ME* GOD" Signature of candidate 

Date : 

"■Applicable in case of oath only. 

10, Probation : 

(1) Every person appointed lo ft post cither by direct re- 
cruitment or by departmental promotion, shall be on proba- 
tion for a period of one year : 

Provided that the appointing authority may extend the 
period of probation by any period, which shall not normally 
exceed one year, except for special reason to be recorded in 
writing; but no employee shall be kept on proba'ion for a 
total period exceeding three years in any post. 

(2) During the period of probation, an employee may be 
required to puss a written examination or a proficiency test 
or a trade test within a specified period, or in a specified 
number of chances, and on such conditions, as may be speci- 
fied in this behalf. 

(3) A decision on the question whether an employee should 
be deemed to have completed the period of probation satis- 
factorily, or whether bis probation should be extended, shall 
ordinarily be taken within a period of two months from tho 
date of expiry of the period of probation and communicat- 
ed in writing to the employee. 

(4) An employee, who fails to complete his probation 
satisfactorily, or who fails to pass the written examination, 
proficiency test or trade test mentioned in sub-regulation (2), 
within the specified period or chances or within such extend- 
ed period or chances, as may be allowed fo him, or whose 


progress is not satisfactory during the period of probation, 
may be; 

(i) discharged from the service of the Commission if 
he is a direct recruit from the open market, or 

(ii) revetted to a lower post, if he is a promotee, or 
was appointed to the higher post as a departmental 
employee against direct recruitment without any 
notice or any reason being assigned. 

11. Confirmation against Permanent Post ; 

The employees of th e Commission will be eligible for 
confirmation against permanent posts in accordance with the 
principles as laid down in Annexurc I appended to these re- 
gulations. 

12. Substantive Appointment : 

(1) Two or more employees cannot be appointed substan- 
tively to the same permanent post at the same time. 

(2) An employee cannot be appointed substantively except 
as a temporary measure to two or more permanent posts at 
the same time. 

(3) An employee cannot be appointed substantively to a 
post on which another employee holds a lien. 

13. Lien : 

( 1 ) Unless in any case it be otherwise provided in these 
regulations, an employee on substantive appointment to any 
permanent post, acquires a lien on that post and ceases to 
Uold any lien previously acquired on any other post. 

(2) Unless his lien is suspended under regulation 14 or 
tram tailed undci regulation 16, an employee holding subs- 
lantiv'c'y a permanent post retains a lien on that post — 

(a) while performing the duties of that post; 

(.b) while on foreign service or holding a temporary 
post, or officiating in another post; 

Cc) during joining time on transfer to another post, 
unless he is transferred substantively to a post on 
lower pay in which case his lien Is transferred to 
the new post from the dale on which he is relieved 
of his duties in the old post; 

(d) while on leave other than refused leave granted 
after the date of compulsory retirement; and 

(e) while under suspension. 

14. Suspension of Lien : 

(1) The competent authority shall suspend the hen of an 
employee on a permanent post which he holds substantively, 
if he is appointed iu a substantive capacity; 

(a) to a tenure post, or 

(b) provisionally, to a post on which another employee 
would hold a lien had his Hen not been suspended 
under this regulation. 

(2) The competent authority may, at its discretion sus- 
pend the lien of an employee on a permanent post which 
he hold? substantively, if ho is deputeq out of India or 
tiansfcricd to foreign service, or in circumstances not covered 
by sub-regulation (1) is transferred in an officiating capacity, 
to a post in another cadre and if in any of these cases there 
is reason to believe that he will remain absent from the 
post on which he holds a lien for a period of not less than 
three years. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulation 
(1) or (2) an employee’s lien on a tenure post may in no 
circumstances be suspended and if he is appointed substantive- 
ly to another permanent post, bis lien on iftc tenure post must 
be terminated, 

(4) If an employee's lien is suspended under sub-regulation 
(1) or (2) the post may be filled substantively and the 
employee appointed to holj it substantively shall acquire a 
lien on it; 

Piovided that the arrangements shall be reversed as soon 
ns suspended lien revives. 

Note : When a post is filled substantively under this regu- 
lation the appointment will be termed “provisional 
appointment", the employees appointed will hold a 
provisional lien on the post and that lien will be 
liable to suspension under sub-regulation (1), 
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(b) Non-selection posts : Posts, promotion to which shall 
be made by seniority subject to rejection of the 
unfit. 


(3) An employee’s lien which has been suspended under 
sub-regulation (1) shall revive ns soon as he ceases to hold 
a lien on a post of the nature specified in clause (b) of 
sub-regulation (1). 

(6) An employee’s lien suspended under sub-regulalion (2) 
shall revive as soon as he ceases to be on deputation out 
of India or on foreign service or to hold a post in another 
cadre; 

Provided that a suspended Jien shall not revive because 
the employee takes leave if there is reason to believe that 
he may, on return from leave, continue to be on deputation 
out of India or on foreign service or to hold a post in 
another cadre and the total period of absence on duty may 
not fall short of three years or that he may hold substanlive- 
by a post of the nature specified in clause (a) or (b > of 
sub-regulation (1). 

15. Termination of Lien : 

( 1 ) An employee’s lion on a post may, in no circumstance- 
cs, be terminated, even with his consent, if the result shall 
be to leave him without a lien or a suspended lien upon a 
a permanent post. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-regulation (1) 
of regulation 14, the lien of an employee holding substantive- 
ly a permanent post shall be terminated while on refused 
leave granted after the date of compulsory retirement. 

(31 An employee’s lien on a post shall stand terminated 
on his acquiring a lien on a permanent post (whether under 
the Central Government or State Government) outside the 
cadre on which he is borne. 

16. Transfer of Lien : 

Subject to the provisions of regulation 18, a competent 
authority may tranfser to another permanent post in the 
same cadre the lien of an employee who is not performing 
the duties of the post to which the lien relates, even if 
that lien has been suspended, 

17. Subscription to funds-. 

An employee may be required to subscribe to the Contri- 
butory Provident Fund or other similar funds in accordance 
with the regulations made in this behalf. 

18. Transfer and Training : 

(1) A competent authority may transfer an employee 
from one post to another provided that except; 

(a) on account of inefficiency or misbehaviour; or 

(b) o n his written request; 

an employee shall not be transferred substantively to or 
appointed to officiate in a post carrying less pay than the pay 
of the permanent post on which he holds a lien or would 
hold a lien had his lien not been suspended under regula- 
tion 14. 

(2) An employee shall be liable either to serve or undergo 
training or both anywhere in and outside India anq such 
employee shall execute a bond binding himself to serve the 
Commission after the completion of the training for such 
period as may be specified in this behalf by the Commission, 

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-regulations 
(1) and (2), where a cadre or service has been decentralised 
into two or more zones, the transfers shall normally be 
made within that zone. 

19. Seniority : 

Seniority of an employee shall be determined in the grade 
and cadre to which he belongs in accordance with the princi- 
ples as laid down in Annexure II appended to these regula- 
tions. 

20. Promotion : 

( 1 ) For the purpose of promotion, posts in the Commis- 
sion shall be classified into the following two categories, 
namely : — 

(ft) Selection posts : Posts, promotion to which shall be 
made by selection based on mcril with due regard 
to seniority. 


(2) Promotions shall be made in accordance with the 
regulations made in this behalf. 

21. Loan of Services of the Employees of the Commission 

on Foreign Service Terms : 

( 1 ) The permanent employees, and those temporary em- 
ployees of the Commission who have put in 3 years service 
in the Commission, may be allowed to go on deputation to 
other organisations. The deputation in each eaee, shall be 
approved by the Standing Committee or Commission and the 
period of deputation may be 2 years in the first instance. 
The model foreign service terms and conditions in such cases 
are given in Annexure III appended to these regulations and 
to the extent possible, the actual foreign service terms aud 
conditions should conform to the model terms : 

Provided that no employee will be allowed to proceed on 
deputation to private organisations. 

(2) In a case where the services of an employee have been 
placed at the disposal of an outside authority, he shall be 
entitled to all the protection or benefits aa would have been 
accrued to him had he been present in the Commission in 
accordance with the principles of “next below rule" under 
which the competent authority is empowered to specify posts 
outside the ordinary line of a service whereupon the employee 
belonging to that service would be entitled to receive the 
benefit of any officiating promotion he would have received 
in the normal line but for his being outside the normal 
line. 

Note : The intention underlying the next below rule is 
that an officer out Of his regular line should not 
suffer by forfeiting his promotion which he would 
otherwise have received, had he remained in his 
regular line. From that It follows that the fortuit- 
ous acting promotion of some one junior to an 
officer who is out of the regular line does not, in 
itself, give rise to a claim under the biexf below 
rule’. Before such a claim is established it should 
be necessary that all the officers senior to the 
officer who is out of the regular line have been 
given acting promotion and also the officer next 
below him unless in any case the acting promotion 
is not given because of inefficiency, unsuitability 
or leave. In the event of one of these three bars 
being applicable to the officer immediately below 
the officer outside bis regular line, then some other 
officer, even more junior should have received act- 
ing promotion and the officers, if any, in between 
should have been passed over for one of these 
reasons. 

22. No Objection Certificate for Registration with Employment 

Exchange : 

< 1 ) No employee of the Commission, whether permanent 
or temporary, shall be granted ‘No objection certificate’ for 
registration with the Employment Exchange for higher posts 
during the period of probation and ope year after successful 
completion of the period of probation. This restriction, how- 
ever, need not be made applicable, in the case — 

(i) employees belonging to Scheduled Castes or Schedul- 
ed Tribes possessing educational or technical quali- 
fications higher than those required for posts already 
held by them; 

(ii) employees holding posts, equivalent to Claes IV 
and who are educationally or technically qualified 
for higher posts; and 

(iii) employees reverted to a lower post otherwise than 
as a measure of penalty and whose emoluments 
have been reduced by more than 20 per cent. 

(2) Temporary employees may be granted ‘No objection 
certificate’ for registering their names with the Employment 
Exchanges for higher posts after they have completed their 
probation period successfully and have put in one year’s 
service thereafter if they possess qualifications for higher 
posts. 
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(3) Permanent employees may also be granted ‘No objec- 
tion certificate’ after they have completed probation period 
successfully and have put in one year’s service thereafter. 
The giant if such 'No objection certificate’ to permanent 
employees shall be subject to the following conditions, 
namely : — - 

(i) The employee should be registered only for a post 
higher than the one he is holding in the Commission. 
In cases of doubt as to whether the post for which 
a permanent employee intends to register his name 
with the Employment Exchange is higher than the 
one he is holding in the Commission the decision 
of the competent authority shall be final. 

(iil On being selected for appointment by a Govern- 
ment Department or any Public Sector Undertaking 
for the higher post, he may be treated as on foreign 
service, as per terms of foreign service specified by 
the Commission. On the expiry of period of foreign 
service, he should either revert to the Commission 
or resign his post held In the Commission. 

( iii ) Once an employee has reverted to the Commission, 
he should not be allowed a ‘No objection certificate’ 
to register his name once again for a period of 
atleast two years. 


23. Resignation : 

(1) The authority competent to accept resignation of an 
employee is the appointing authority. 

(2) (a) Every employee other than an employee on pro- 
bation, shall he required to give one month's notice in 
writing to the Commission while submitting his resignation : 

Provided that an employee who has been declared perma- 
nent shall be required to give three months’ notice. 

(b) If an employee leaves the service of the Commission 
without reauisite notice, then without nrejudice to any other 
action which may be taken against him, the Commission 
may deduct from his pay and allowances and any other 
personal claims due to him, a sum equivalent to his pay and 
allowances for the period of notice required under clause 
(a) or the unexpired period thereof. 

(3) Notwithstanding ihe provisions of sub-regulation (2), 
the appointing authority may. at its discretion, accept the 
resignation of the emolovee wilh immediate effect or with 
effect from any time before the expiry of the notice period, 
and may also waive the recovery from the employee's pay 
and allowances in lieu thereof. 

(4) In the case of an employee who Is engaged on work 
of importance and it would take time to make alternative 
arrangements for filling the post, jjie appointing authority 
may accept the resignation only after alternative arrangements 
have been made for filling up the post, even if this period 
exceeds the normal notice period of one month referred to 
in sub-regulation (2). 

(5) In the case of an employee, whose conduct is under 
inquiry, or who is under suspension, the resignation shall not 
ordinarily be accepted unless the appointing authority consi- 
ders that having regard to the merits of the disciplinary 
case, pending against him. it would be In the interest of the 
Commission to accept his resignation. 

Provided that if the authority competent to dismiss such 
an employee is higher than the appointing authority the 
orders of die former shall he obtained before the resignation is 
accepted by the appointing authority. 

(6) The authority competent to accept the resignation 
shall specify, in each case, the date from which the resigna- 
tion should become effective if not immediately. 


(7) A resignation becomes effective when it is accepted 
and the employee is relieved of his duties. Where a resigna- 
tion has not become effective and the employee wishes to 
withdraw it, the authority who accepted the resignation 
may cither peimit the employee to withdraw the resigna- 
tion or refuse the request for such withdrawal. 

Notf : Where a resignation has become effective, the 
acceptance of request for withdrawal of resignation 
amounts to re-employment. Tij such cases, the 
icstoiation of benefits of past service shall require 
prior concurrence of the Commission. 


24. To initiation of Service : 

(1) Except as may specifically be provided in the contract 
of service, the services of a temporary employee shall be 
liable to termination at any time without assigning any 
reasons by a notice in writing given either by the employee 
to the appointing authority or by the appointing authority 
to the employee and the period of such notice shall be one 
month; 


Provided that: the services of any such employee may be 
terminated forthwith and on such termination, the employee 
shall be entitled to claim a sum equivalent to the amount 
of his pay plus allowances for the period of the notice 
at the same rates at which he was drawing them immediately 
before the termination of his service, or, as the case may 
be, for the period by whieh such notice falls short of one 
month. 


Provided further that in the case of an employee who is 
under suspension or against whom disciplinary proceedings 
for imposition of major penally have been initiated, the 
issue of a notice by the employee for termination of his 
employment shall not cause the appointment to be terminat- 
ed, unless the appointing authority considers that it would 
be in the interest of the Commission to permit termination 
of the appointment. The termination of appoinment shall 
become effective only when such a termination is accepted 
by the appointing authority and f row such date as may be spe- 
cified by the appointing authority. If the authority competent 
to dismiss such an employee is higher than the appointing 
authority, the orders of the former shall be obtained before 
the resignation is accepted by the appointing authority. 


(21(a) where a notice is given by the appointing authority 
terminating the services of a temporary employee or where 
the service of any such employee are terminated either 
on the expiry of the period of such notice or forthwith 
by payment of pav plus allowances, the Commission or anv 
other authority specified by the Commission in this behalf 
may, of its own motion or otherwise re-open the case, arid 
after colling fog the records of the case and after making 
such inquiry as it deems fit. 

(i) confirm the action taken by the appointing 
authority; 

(ii) withdraw the notice; 

(iii) reinstate the employee in service; or 

(iv) make such other order in the case as it may 
consider proper; 

Provided that except in special circumstances which should 
be recorded in writing, no case shall be re-opened under 
this sub-regulation after the expiry of three months; 

(i) from the date of notice, in a case where notice 
is given; 

(ii) from the date of termination of service in a case 
where no notice is given. 
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(b) where an employee is reinstated in service under 
item (iii) of clause (a), the order of reinstatement shall 
specify ; — 

(i) the amount or proportion of pay and allowances, 
if any, to be paid to the employee for the period 
of his absence between the date of termination of 
his services and the date of his reinstatement; and 

(ii) whether the said period shall be treated as a 
period spent on duty for any specified purpose or 
purposes, 

(3) Nothing contained in this regulation shall affect the 
power of the appointing authority in taking action against 
the employees under regulation 6 of the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission (Medical Examination of Employees) 
Regulations, 1965. 

25- Retirement : 

(1) Every employee, other than those referred to In sub- 
regulation (2) below shall retire from the afternoon of th* 
last day of the month in which he attains the age of 
58 years. 

(2) An employee whose maximum of the scale of pay 
is Rs. 154/- or less shall be retained in service till the 
afternoon of the last day of the month in which he attains 
the age of sixty years. 

(3) An employee to whom sub-regulation (1) applies 
may be granted extension of service after ho attains the 
age of retirement as specified therein, with the sanction of 
the Commission, if such extension is in the interest of the 
Commission and th© grounds therefor are recorded in 
writing. 

Provided that no extension under this sub-regulation shall 
be granted for a period exceeding two years, except in 
very special circumstances, 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regulation, 
the appointing authority shall, if it Is of the opinion that 
it is in the commission’s interest to do so, have the absolute 
right to retire any employee after he has attained the age 
of fifty years, by giving him notice of not less than three 
months’ in writing or three months’ pay and allowances in 
lieu of such notice. 

Provided that nothing in this sub-regulatioq shall apply 
to employees referred to in sub-regulation (2) who entered 
the Commission’s service on or before the date on which 
these regulations come into force. 

(5) Any employee may by giving notice of not less than 
three months in writing to the appointing authority retire 
from service after he has attained the age of fifty years. 

Provided that — 

(a) nothing in this sub-regulation shall apply to an 
employee referred to in sub-regulallon (2) who 
entered the Commission’s service on or before the 
date on which these regulations conic into force; 

and 

(b) if shall be open to the appointing authority to 
withhold permission to a n employee under suspen- 
sion who seeks to retire under this sub-regulation. 


26. Rc- Appointment : 

( 1 ) No person who has been dismissed from the service 
of the Commission Or Government or Public Undertakings 
or local authorities or body corporate shall be re-employed. 

A person who has been compulsorily retired or removed 
from service may be re-employed with the prior approval of 
the Commission or Government as the case may be. 

(2) An appointing authority may re-employ a person who 
has resigned from service or whose services have been ter- 
minated under sub-regulation (1) of regulation 24 in con- 
sultation with the authority under whom he was previously 
working. 

27. Share In any Contract : 

No person, who directly or indirectly by himself or his 
agent has any share or interest in any contract by or on 
behalf of the Commission or in any employment under the 
Commission, otherwise than as an employee thereof, shall 
become or remain in employ of the Commission and the 
decision of the Commission as to whether a person has any 
such interest will be final. 

28. Bar against Employment after Retirement : 

No person who has retired from the service of the 
Commission, after such retirement, shall accept any appoint- 
ment or post whether advisory or administrative, in any 
firm or company whether Indian or Foreign with which 
the Commission has or had business relations, within two 
years from the date of his retirement, without prior approval 
of the Commission. 

20, Recoi d of Sendee : 

A record of the particulars of service of each employee 
shall he maintained in the service Book or Service sheet 
of the employee in such form and In such manner as may 
be specified by the Commission from time to time. 

30. Saving-. 

Nothing in these regulations shall affect reservations and 
other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued bv the Govern- 
ment from time to time, and adopted by the Commission. 

31. Interpretation : 

If any doubt arises regarding the interpretation of any 
provision of these regulations, the matter shall be referred 
to the Director of Personnel who shall decide the .same in 
consultation with the Director of Finance and Accounts. 
However, the finance need not be consulted in a matter 
which has no financial implication. 

32. Relaxation ; 

Where the Commission is satisfied that the operation of 
any regulation or provision regulating the conditions of 
service of its employees Or any class of such employees 
causes undue hardship in any particular case, it may, by 
order, dispense with or relax the requirements of that 
regulation or provision to such extent and subject to such 
conditions a® it may consider necessary for dealing with the 
case in a just and equitable manner.

(a) the Director of Personnel — -for all former class I 
and II officers and centralised category of former 
class III posts : 


(Regulation 11) 

PRINCIPLES FOR PERMANENCY 
1, A. Dedaring Employees as Permanent : 

General Principles ; 

(d) Employees may be declared permanent strictly 
according to their seniority in the cadre. 

(b) Two or more employees of the Commission can- 
not be declared permanent against the same post 
at the same time, 

(c) No Government servant on Foreign Service or 
the Commission may be declared pormanent if he 
holds a lien on a permanent post in Central Gov- 
ernment or State Government Departments. 

(d) An employee of the Commission cannot be de- 
clared permanent against two or more permanent 
posts at the same time. 

(e) Employees may be declared permanent with retros- 
pective effect, provided that : 

(i) a permanent post existed on the date; 

(ii) the employee concerned was working in the 
grade on that date; 

(iii) where an employee under suspension is re- 
instated and it is decided to treat the period 
of suspension as duty for all purposes, the 
employee may be declared permanent from 
the date on which he would have been nor- 
mally confirmed even though he was under 
suspension on that date. 

B. Suitability and Fitness : 

Before declaring permanent, competent authority shall 
satisfy itself that the person concerned has — 

(i) character, conduct and work to render him suitable 
for permanent retention in the service of the 
Commission; 

(ii) passed the specified departmental tests, if any; 

(iii) been examined by on appropriate medical authority 
and found fit; 

(iv) completed satisfactorily his probation period; 

(v) completed 3 years’ service in the Commission in 
the grade in which the employee Is to be confirmed, 

C. Seew Ity of Service and Benefits . 

Tf there is reduction in the Establishment of the Commis- 
sion, the service of a permanent employee shall not be 
liable to termination so long as any post of the same grade 
held by him, continues to be held by an employee not in 
» permanent service in the Commission. 

D. The competent authority for declaring employees perma- 
shall be, — 
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Provided that in the case of Class I posts, appro- 
val of appointing authority will be obtained; and 

(b) the Director of Personnel or the Geneial Manager — 
for all former class m and IV decentralised cate- 
gory of posts of their respective regions ; 

Provided that the allocation of posts to be dc- 
clatcd permanent will be made by the Headquar- 
ters. 

2. ( 1 ) Confirmation of employees against permanent posts 
in disregard of the above provisions shall be erroneous. 
Confirmation shall be cencelled if the order of confirma- 
tion was clearly contrary to these regulations. 

(a) if the order of confirmation was made when there 
was no substantive vacancy and the confirming 
authority had no power to create the post in which 
the officer was continued. 

(b) if the order of confirmation was made in error, 
e g., naming wrong person; mistake in identity. 

(2) Orders of confirmation in the above mentioned cases 
arc void abinitio and the employee does not acquire any 
right to hold the post in which the order purported to con- 
firm him. Therefore (he procedure of “show cause notice” 
is not required to be followed before cancelling the order of 
confirmation. 


ANNEXURE II 
(Regulation 19) 

PRINCIPLES FOR SENIORITY 

The following principles will be followed for regulating 
the seniority of the employees in the Oil & Natural Gas 
Commission 

A. Direct Recruits 

(i) The inter-se-seniority of candidates selected on 
any one occasion shall be determined in the order 
of merit in which they are placed by the selection 
committee, 

(ii) Where persons recruited initially on probation, are 
confiimed subsequently, in an order different from 
the order of merit indicated at the time of their 
selection, seniority shall follow the order of con- 
flimation and not the original order of merit. 

In cases whore the period of probation of an 
employee is extended on account of a vigilance or 
disciplinary case pending against him and the em- 
ployee is subsequently exonerated, his probation 
will be regularised from the date on which it

would have otherwise been regularised but for the 
pendency of the vigilance or disciplinary case. 

(in) The candidates who are offered the appointments 
in the Commission against direct recruitment quota 
shall be asked to join within 11 months from the 
date of leceipt of offer in order to retain their 
seniority. When a candidate at the time of 
applying or Interview Indicates, that he would need 
more time and this fact Is duly noted when placing 
him on the selection list, he may be allowed to 
join within a maximum period of 100 days from 
the date of issue of the order. If, however, the 
candidate is an employee of the Oil & Natural 
Gas Commission and cannot join within the afore- 
said period of one and half months, on account of 
exigencies of work then the appointing authority 
may, if it is satisfied that the candidate is unable 
to join duty in the exigencies of the Commission's 
work, extend the period within which the candidate 
would be permitted to join without losing his 

seniority by a maximum of two months (in addi- 
tion to 13 months allowed to outsiders), 

(iv) Such Government officers and employees as are 

selected in direct competition through open adver- 
tisement hut are appointed on foreign service terms 
shall he deemed to be direct recruits for the pur- 
pose of determination of their seniority in the 

Commission. 

.Seniority of such persons once determined, shaB 

not he affected by their retirement from the 

parent-office, if they continue in the Commission’s 
employment beyond such retirement. 

(v) Government pensioners and retrenched employees, 
who are intially re-employed in the Commission 
after their retirement or retrenchment, shall also 
be treated as direct recruits for the purposes of 
determination of seniority. 

B. Departmental Promotes • 

(i) The inter-se-seniority of departmental candidates 
selected for promotion o n any single occasion shall 
be determined in the order of their selection as 
recommended by the Departmental Promotions 
Committee. 

(ii) Where persons promote^ initially on probation are 
confirmed subsequently in an order different from 
the order of merit decided at the time of their 
promotion, seniority shall follow the order of con- 
firmation and not the original order of merit. 

Tn ca^os where the period of probation of an 
employee is extended on account of a vigilance or 
disciplinary case pending against him and the em- 
ployee i s subsequently exonerated, his probation 
will be regulated from (he date on which it would 
have otherwise been regularised but for the pen- 
dency of the vigilance or disciplinary case, 

( ii*) Where promotions to a grade are made either 
from more than one grade, or from the same grade 


(a) If the promotion is to be made on the basis of 
merit alone, the Departmental Promotion Com- 
mittee shall prepare a ‘Select list’ on the 
basis of meiit. Promotion shall be made from 
this ‘Select list’ in the order in which the names 
have been so finally arranged; 

(b) If, however, the promotion is to be made on 
the basis of seniority-cum-fltness, i.e. seniority 
subject to the rejection of unfit, the Depart- 
mental Promotion Committee shall place the 
candidates from the various lists into one “con- 
solidated seniority list” based on the total length 
of service rendered in that grade or cadre and 
make recommendations for promotion on the 
basis of this “consolidated list”. The intcr-se- 
senority of the candidates in their respective 
lists will not be disturbed in the “consolidated 
list”. 


C. Relative Seniority of Direct Recruits and Departmental 
Promotees ; 

(1) When the vacancies on any one occasion are reserv- 
ed for departmental promotion and direct recruit- 
ment, names of the promotees shall be released 
first and they shall be promoted accordingly. The 
names of the direct recruits shall be released there- 
after and appointments made, subsequently. In case 
the Departmental Promotion Committee panel is 
not available, the vacancies for direct recruitment 
will not be filled on regular basis, Instead, offi- 
ciating arrangements shall be made. 

(ii) Amongst the departmental promotees and direct 
recruits so appointed on any single occasion the 
departmental promotees shall be treated as senior 
enbloc to the direct recruits. 

D. Ad-hoc Appointments : 

Persons appointed or piomoted to a grade on an ad-hoc 
basis shall be replaced by candidates approved for regular 
appointment or promotion as soon as possible. In the event 
of regularisation of their appointment, they shall take their 
place in the seniority list with reference to their regular selec- 
tion or promotion. 

E. Contingent Employees ; 

In the case of employees, who are recruited initially on 
contingent basis, and are brought to the regular establishment 
of the Commission later, the seniority shall be fixed with 
reference to the date of their regularisation and order of 
selection determined at the time of regularisation. Where, 
however, the order of merit is not so determined, the inter- 
se-seniority of the candidates, brought on to the regular 
establishment on the same date, will be decided on the basis 
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of the date of their continuous employment on contingent 
basis prior to such regnlarisation. If the date of employment 
on contingent basis is also the same, the candidate older in 
age shall be deemed to be senior. 

F. Dcputaltonists : 

Seniority of a Government servant, whose services me 
obtained by the Commission on deputation terms is not re- 
quired to be determined vis-a-vis the employees of the_Com- 
mission. 

In the event of the eventual absorption of an officer on 
deputation, on termination of his lien in his parent depart- 
ment by retirement, resignation or otherwise, his seniority 
vis-a-vis Commission's employees will be fixed from the date 
of eventual absorption in the Commission. 

G. Seniority of decentralised Cadres. 

(a) The seniority in respect of decentralised cadres will 
be maintained regionwise. and in respect of former 
Class IV staff, office-wise. 

(b) In the event of transfer of an employee belonging 
to decentralised cadres, in the interest of the Com- 
mission, from one office to th e other, or from one 
region to the other legion, the seniority of the 
employee will be retained in his original regions, 
and the employee will be considered for promo- 
tion in his turn, in his parent regiofl. 

(c) When such an employee is due for promotion, to 
the next h'gher post, in his parent region, he will 
be posted back to that region. In case, on account 
of exigencies of work, it is not possible to post 
the employee back to the region of his original 
posting, the employee will be given proforma pro- 
motion, if he is approved for promotion and the 
candidate next below him in the region will be pro- 
moted to fill that vacancy; 

(d) Where the Commission decides that the employee 
concerned should go back to his parent region on 
promotion, and he refuses to do so, proforma pro- 
motion will not be given to him. 

(e) In case, an employee belonging to a decentralised 
cadre, is transferred at his own request, from one 
region to another, his name will be struck off and 
he will be placed at the bottom in the seniority list 
of the region to which he is transferred. 

H. Fixation of seniority on absorption of employees from one 
cadre to another : 

The following criteria shall be taken into account in fix- 
ing seniority of employees absorbed in a cadre other than 
the one to which they belong ; — 

(i) The Commission will be free to transfer employees 
from one cadre to another temporarily on admi- 
nistrative grounds, e.g. transfer of work, non-avail- 
ability of suitable men. 


(ii) Such employees will relain their lien and seniority 
in the parent cadres and will have no right for 
absorption in the cadres to which they are trans- 
ferred temporarily. 

(iii) If, as a very special case, they ri* to be consi- 
dered for absorption in the cadres to which they aie 
temporarily transferred, their seniority will count 
only from the date of their transfer to the cadre 
in which they are actually working (at the time 
their absorption is considered) so as not to preju- 
dice the rights and. seniority of the personnel al- 
ready recruited or promoted to these cadres; even 
those recruited and promoted to these cadies on 
the day the personnel from other cadres are trans- 
ferred will all rank senior to the personnel trans- 
ferred from the other cadres. 


ANNEXURE Til 
(Regulation 21) 

MODEL TERMS OF FOREIGN SERVICE FOR THE 

OFFICERS SENT ON DEPUTATION OUTSIDE THE 
COMMISSION 

( I ) Period of Deputation : 

The period of deputation will ordinarily be two years but 
it may be extended, with the concurrence of the foreign 
service employer upto a maximum period of five years. The 
period of deputation will begin from the date of handing 
over charge of the post in the Commission and end on the 
date of takingover charge to the post in Commission after 
levcrsion fiom foreign service. The deputation may. how- 
ever, be terminated by giving one months notice either by 
Ihc Commission or by the foreign employer. 

At the end of the deputation period, the officer will have 
to decide either to reveit back to the Commission or to get 
absorbed in the borrowing organisation or Department of 
Government. 


If a permanent employee of the Commission is selected 
for a post under the Government (including a State Govern- 
ment) or in any other Public Sector Undertaking, he may 
be allowed to retain his lien for a maximum period of two 
years, subject to the condition thjit during the period for 
which he retains bis lien in the Commission his pay in the 
new organisation would not be more than what he wou'd 
have drawn in the Commission plus the usual deputation al- 
lowance. Also, the new employer of the employee himself 
agrees to pay contributions towards the leave salary, pen- 
sion, gratuity and provident funds of the employee, to the 
Commission. 
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(2) Pay : 

During the period of deputation, the officer, will have 
the option either to draw pay in the scale of the post to 
which he is transferred or apopinted or to draw pay ctf the 
post held by him in the Commission plus a deputation (duty) 
allowance in accordance with and subject to the conditions 
of the Government of India, Ministry of Finance O.M. No. 
10(24)/E-IIT/60 dated 4th May, 1961 as modified fromi 
time to time and such other general or special orders issue 
by the Government of India under para l(iii) of that Office 
Memorandum. If an employee goes to another organisation 
in an equivalent post, no deputation (duty) allowance will 
be allowed. 

(3) Dearness Allowance : 

The officer will be entitled to dearness allowance under 
the rules of the Commission or under the rules of the bor- 
rowing organisation or Government according as he retains 
his scale of pay under the Commission or he draws pay in 
the scale attached to the deputation post. 

(4) Local Allowances : 

Payment of Compensatory Allowances, House Rent Allow- 
ance and other local allowances should be regulated under 
the rules of the borrowing organisation or Government. 

(5) Joining Time Pay and Transfer Travelling Allowance : 

The officer will be entitled to Travelling Allowance and 
joining time both on joining the post on deputation and on 
i eversion therefrom to the Commission under the rules of 
the borrowing organisation or Government. 

(6) Travelling Allowance or Conveyance Allowance for 
Journeys on Duty during deputation ; 

To be regulated under the rules of the borrowing organi- 
sation or Government. 

(7) Leave or Pension or Gratuity or Provident Fund : 

The officer will continue to be governed by the Leave, 
Pension, Gratuity and Provident Fund Regulations of the 
Commission. 


Contributions towards Leave Salary, Pension Gratuity 
and Provident Fund should be recovered from the borrow- 
ing organisation or Government at appropriate rates. 

(8) Children's Education Allowance or Assistance, Leave 
Travel Concession and Medical Facilities : 

The officer will be entitled to these concessions or facilities 
on the scale admissible under ,the rules of the borrowing 
organisation or Government or the Commission as may be 
opted by {iim and the cost of such concession or facilities 
should be borne by the borrowing organisation or Govern- 
ment. 

(9) Extra-Ordinary Pension or Gratuity or Compensation : 

The borrowing organisation or Government will be res- 
ponsible for the paypient of extra- ordinary pension or Gra- 
tuity or Compensation that may be admissible under the 
rules of the Commission or any other statutory Act or 
Rules (e.g. Workmens Compensation Act, Employees State 
Insurance Act) if any injury is sustained or death during 
the period of deputation. 

(10) Liability for Disability Leave : 

The borrowing organisation or Government will be liable 
to pay leave salary (including allowances') In respect of dis- 
ability leave granted to the officer on account of any dis- 
ability incurred while on deputation even if such disability 
manifests itself after the termination of the deputation pe- 
riod. 


(11) Liability for Payment of Dearness Allowance, Com- 
pensatory Allowance, House Rent Allowance and other 
Local Allowances during the period of Leave : 

All allowances payable during the periods of leave avail- 
ed of by the officer while cm deputation including the leave 
taken at the end of foreign service shall be paid by the 
borrowing organisation or Government. 

(12) Residential Accommodation : 

The officer will pay rent for the accommodation provided, 
if any, according to the rules of the borrowing organisation 
or Government
